Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-12 of the remarks page, filed 06/04/2009, 
with respect to claims 1-10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-10 has been withdrawn.

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art of record considered as a whole (either alone or in combination) fails to teach 
or suggest: 

A method for controlling a pick-up for reading three or more out-of-multiplex data 
streams from a storage medium, the data streams being used for simultaneous 
reproduction and belonging to different data types with different constant or variable 
data rates, wherein the pick-up data rate is higher than any of the buffer output data 
rates the method comprising: buffering a first data stream of a first data type, the data 
stream having the highest buffer output data rate of all said three or more buffered data 
streams, wherein said first data stream is read and buffered periodically in periods of a 
first period time; and wherein the data streams other than said first data stream are 
accessed and buffered in a constant predetermined order in periods of integer multiples 
of said first period time, the integer being two or more.
